TEL AVIV. — The national con- 
vention of the Federation of Israel 
Journalists agreed yesterday to call 
off their strike threat for the com- 
ing two months, during which time 
a joint committee of newsmen and 
their employers will follow up the 
effects of the Ben-Shahar tax re- 
form on the journalists’ take-home 
pay.

“‘Anglo-Jewry seems to have 
settled into a state of torpor from 
which scarcely anything short of 
ἃ catastrophe will awaken it. 
True, within its ranks there is a 
minority engaged in various 
aspects of communal 
endeavour, Zionism, works of 
charity, the pursuit of Jewish 
knowledge and the advancement 
of humanitarian causes such as 
that of Soviet Jewry. But the 
great body of London Jewry 
siumbers and sleeps through 
events of international and local 
Jewish significance which in 
other days would have aroused 
expreasions of fury, fervour or, 
at least, opinion.” 


THIS JEREMIAD, headed ‘'The 
Long Sleep.” does not come from 
some unsympathetic outside 
observer, but is the opening of an 
editorial in British Jewry's own 
respected organ, “The Jewish 
Chronicle.*' The paper wonders if the 
younger generation can perhaps jolt 
the community out of its indifference 
before it apathetically fades away. 

Pesaimistic analyses of Anglo- 
Jewry have not been uncommon 
over the past 20 years. The decline in 
the community, once a major 
stronghold, paralleled the general 
decline of Britain itself. Diaspora 
leadership passed firmly to 
American hands after World War IL 
while the end of the Mandate left Bri- 
tain on the sidelines on the inter- 
national Jewish scene. It would be 
wrong, however, to play down its 
many current achievements — the 
community still has a strong Jewish 
identity, a high level of Jewish 
education and a close identification 
with Israel. 

Apart from the torpor of which the 
“Jewish Chronicle’’ complains, 
demographic alarm signals have 
been hoisted. A recent report of the 
Board of Deputies shows that Anglo- 


Jewry is intermarrying faster than it 
is renewing itself through synagogue 
marriages. The rate of out-marriage 
ig put at about 20 per cent. 

But a comparison with Christian 
churches in England shows that in 
some ways Judaism is more 
successful in retaining ite hold over 
its adherents than Christianity over 
its members, The intermarriage 
figure now given is lower than had 
been anticipated, though it is higher 
in the smaller centres and among the 
intellectual and social elite than in 
the community as a whole. The drop 
in synagogue marriage is much 
more marked in Orthodox than in 
Reform circles; it ts thought that the 
rigidity of Orthodox regulations led 
many couples, who might previously 
have defined themselves as 
Orthodox, to wed under Reform 
auspices. 


An interesting investigation ot at- 
titudes to intermarriage has been 
published In “The Jewish Journal of 
Sociology" (published by the World 
Jewish Congress). The author. 
Gerald Cromer, took his sampling in 
the London suburb of Wembley. He 
selected this community because it 
was growing so steadily that !t soon 
promises to be a major Jewish cen- 
tre of population. It also appeared 
typical of the London Jewish com- 
munity as a whole. 

The Jewish. commualty of 
Wembley conformed strongly to the. 
middle-class image of suburbia. 
About two-thirds of its Jews were 
managers or employers in industry, 
commerce or the service trades and 
16 per cent were in the professions. 

Cromer interviewed whole 
families and found the parents to be 
particularly comfortable in the com- 
pany of their fellow Jews. Just over 
half of the parents said they felt 
more at ease with other Jews; only ἃ 
third of the children gave the same 
answer. The nts were also more 
sensitive to the attitudes of non-Jews 
— 15 per cent of them suggested that 
anti-Semitism was an inherent 


characteristic which could never be 


The majority of both parents and 
children felt there should be more 
soclal contact between Jews and 
non-Jews but there Is little attempt 
towards this, especially by the 
parents. The children mix with non- 
Jews much more then do their 
parents — nevertheless, 60 per cent 
of the children have mainly Jewish 
friends. 

Dating patterns reflected degrees 
of religious observance. None of the 
observant went out with non-Jewish 
dates, while the non-religious went 
out with such partners 85 a matter of 
course. But almost half the children 
wsaid they don’t have any non-Jewish 
friends and therefore have no oppor- 
tunity to date them. 

Adherence to Jewish law or con- 
cern with Jewish identity are no 


advisable. In other words, the 
problem of cultural incompatability 
is seen as the deterrent. Moreover, 
the problems of raising the offspring 
of a mixed marriage and possible 
difficulties and misunderstandings 
with in-laws are seen as potentially 
disruptive. But there is a growing 
recognition, based on examples, that 
intermarriages can be successful. 

In Wembley, concludes Cromer, 
most of the parents attach con- 
siderable importance to their 
children receiving a Jewish educa- 
tion. However, without the support of 
a favourable home environment it 
appears to have only a marginal 
effect. Consequently those concern- 
ed with the future of the Jewish com- 
munity in Britain are becoming in- 
creasingly aware of the need to forge 
as many links as possible between 
home and school. Uniess the home 
becomes a model of Jewish living, 
formal education will have little or 
no effect. 


Winning the hearts and minds 
of academics from

“WHILE MANY Jews, in Israel 


and abroad, continue to debate 
the merits of Israel's conduct of 
her information battle, and the 
relative merits of this or that 
tactic or strategy pursued by one 
or another of the agencies 
éngaged in this battle, one group 
is now entering its sixth year of 
an extremely effective though 
quiet — too quiet, it seems — in- 
formation campaign among the 
world academic community. 
This is the Israel Academic 
Committee on the Middle Hast. 
In the academic year just ended, 
IACME “entertained’’ about 800 
foreign academics (including 
spouses) — about half of them 
Americans — who were spen- 
ding anywhere from a term toa 
full year in Israel, either 
“idling” or teaching or doing 
research at one of our in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 
This, according to IACME’s 
Coordinator and Publications 
Editor, Mrs. Malka Shulewitz, 
means a total participation of 
about 2,000 persons in the 
organization's 30 activities in the 
1974-75 academic year: lectures, 
forums, seminars, symposiums, 
often combined with visits to in- 
stitutions and study tours of 
different parts of Eretz Yisrael 
— in no single one of which aii 
the visitors participate. For the 
five years of IACME's existence, 


. these numbers can be multiplied 


roughly by five. And to the total 
must be added new-immigrant 
academics, who during their 
first year here are invited to 
augment their knowledge of 
Israel by participating in 
IACME's activities. In the 1973- 
74 academic year there were as 
many as 58 newcomers (not in- 
cluding spouses). And about 25 
ger cent of the total are non- 
Jews. 

Here is what an American 
Jewish physicist wrote after a 


year in Israel during which he 
and his wife participated inten- 
sively in LACME's activities. 
The letter was written in an ex- 
cellent, though newly acquired 
Hebrew: 

“Before, I did not understand 
what it means to be a Jew. NowI 
feel myself part of a brave peo- 
ple and filled with pride at being 
a Jew. Now I realize that every 
Jew must work for Israel. You 
Israelis have the most difficult 
job... But the Jews of the 
Diaspora also have animportant 
task cut-out for them. We in the 
U.S. must support Eretz Yisrael 
by every possible means: 
money, prop , and preser- 
ving Jewish culture. And now I 
realize that I learned a substan- 
tial part of this by participating 
in IACME'’s activities...” 


IACME WAS FOUNDED in 1970, 
at the initiative of Hebrew 
University President Avraham 
Harman and Vice-President Ber- 
nard Cherrick. Today all the in- 
stitutions of higher learning are 
represented on the IACME com- 
mittee. 

A Norwegian (non-Jewish) 
academic wrote to ask for ideas 
on how to deal with ‘‘a problem 
here in Norway — and that is 
that the Left-wing radicals 
penetrate into the press — even 
the conservative, and until now 
rather honest one, and fill the 
Papers with pro-P.L.o.

According to the IACME 
leaders, they would require a 
budget increase of at least 50 per

If there were more money, Mr. 
Cherrick and Prof. Herman 
said, LACME would send people 
abroad to organize IACME 
groups. At present, “1 is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the 
people who go back are able to 
be as active as they wish to be — 
and as they ought to be — on 
their home campuses and in 
their home Jewish and/or 
genera] communities.” 

The main support for 
IACME’s activities comes from 
the Israeli institutions of higher 
learning. Then, as noted, the 
visitors pay token fees for their 
participation in activities, and 
“many of them" later, on their 
return to their homes, spon- 
taneously send contributions. 

There has also been some 
cooperation with the Foreign Af- 
fairs Ministry's Information 
Division and the Jewish Agen- 
cy’s Information and External 
Relations Departments. On the 
other hand, a promise by the 
Central Office of Information to 
provide LACME with eight buses 
during the 1974-75 year, made in 
writing in July, 1974, was not 
honoured, despite repeated re- 
quests. As a result a number of 
study trips had to be cancelled 
and some visitors were unable to 
participate in trips that did take 
Place. ; 


B'nai Β ἘΠῚ women help 
disadvantaged youth

“BUT HE LOVES ME,” the girl 
kept protesting. ‘He only has me 
working like this because we need 
Money to get married and buy 4 
fiat... He kisses me and buys me 
presents: he loves me.” 

Esther Mor — chairman of the 

B'nai B'rith Women Committee on 
Care of Wayward Girls and presi- 
dent of the Idud Lodge—tried to ex- 
plain to the girl that the man was & 
pimp, that he only wanted to use her 
for his own benefit. 
' “We got her to to the 
police,” Mra. Mor sald, “but then 
she oe ae to μέρες. trea In any 
event, the story has a happy ending. 
She's married now to a young mam 
to whom we introduced her, has two 
children, and is very happy.” 

B'nai B'rith Women has long been 
involved in helping disadvantaged 
youth and Mrs. Mor,who has been ac- 
tive in this area for more than 14 
years, founded a special B.B.W. 
lodge in Tel Aviv — Idud Lodge. Its 
purpose [5 to help disadvantaged 
youth and families. Volunteers, in- 
cluding teachers, social workera and 
psychologists, help with tutoring, 
social and family problems, finding 
work or placement in a foster home 
or institution if the home situation fa 
destructive. 

“Binal B'rith, and B'nai B'rith 
Women as part of It, [5 involved in all 
the challenges Israel faces today,"” 
Pnina Bor, national president of 


B'nai B'rith Women, told me. “We 
adopt border settlements, help war 
casualties and are involved in many 
other activities. But this work with 
disadvantaged youth is our baby. We 
believe that prevention is possible 
and is even more important than 
cure.” 

She added: “These teenagers 
have to be kept in school. through 
tutoring, or just by keeping track of 
them and seeing they go to achool. 


_ When they do leave, or perhaps a3 a 


supplement to school, they must be 
helped to find jobs. I have helped 
find employment for boys with police 
records, and many have done very 
well since getting jobs. We alao give 
scholarahips to keep such young peo- 
ple in school or to help them learn a 
trade. But we need more heip, 
volunteers, and money. 


“One target is a hostel for girls in 
trouble, but this requires more 
money than is now availabie. 
“Without a hostel," Mrs. Mor said, 
“wwe are limited in what we can do. 

One Important part of this work is 
a psychological clinic started three 
years ago and staffed by three ex- 
perienced psychologists whe work on 
a volunteer basis. The director of the 
clinic is Prof. Eugenia Shere of the 
Psychology Department at Bar lan 
University, head of the University's 
Student Counselling Service. Work- 
ing with her are Dr, Esther Tauber 
and Dr. Miriam Reiter Zedek, who 
Specializes in marriage counselling 
and family therapy.

GIDEON 
STEINITZ 


GIDEON STEINITZ, director of the 
Meteorological Service. passed 
away suddeniy on June 26 at the age 
of 84, A member of an old German 
Jewish family. he was born in 
Breslau. He studied mathematics, 
completing his doctorate before he 
was forced to leave Hitler Germany 
in 1933 and immigrate to Palestine. 


In the difficult first years here he 
worked as surveyor and joined the 
Meteorological Service when it was 
established in 1937. 

Steinitz participated in many in- 
ternational activities of the World 
Meteorological Service, especially 
on the Commission for Synoptic 
Meteorology and Atmospheric 
Sciences. He took part in the World 
Meteorological Congresses of 1971 
and 1975. During 1967-63 he served as 
an expert under the U.N. develop- 
ment programme in Nepal. 

Steinitz's main achievements in 
the Israel Meteorological Service 
were the establishment of the divi- 
sion for synoptic meteorology 
{forecasting and the introduction of 
numerical forecasting by computer. 
His own main interest lay in the 
mathematical basis of meteorology. 
He lectured on dynamic meteorology 
at the Jerusalem and Te] Aviv un- 
diversities. 

Gideon Steinitz will be 
remembered as an outstanding ex- 
ample of a scientific civil servant 
and a humanist par excellence.

“SOMETHING IS WRONG here, 
terribly wrong, but who is 
responsible,’* asks Reuven 
Hammer, a Conservative rabbi 
from the U.S. who directs the 
‘Jerusalem student centre of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary. 
“We can't find out because no 
single outfit is in charge. The 
supervising engineer is sup- 
posedly paid to supervise, but 
wherever we go blame is 
transferred to the next guy." 

“The question ig who's been 
paid off,” someone says. 

“Tell him about the empty 
apartments," another suggests. 

The area contains three 
buildings with five entrances. 
Bach entrance has sixteen flats. 
In Building 110, Entrance A, 
there are four empty fiats, 
reasons unknown. In Entrance B 
there are two empties. One 
owner has another house in the 
Old City, the other went back to 
the U.S. 

In Building 111 there are two 
top-floor ‘‘penthouse’' 
apartments, the most spacious 
and desirable, that are not oc- 
cupled by their new immigrant 


owners. One stands empty, the | 
other is rented out.

It is a repository of 
sewage. ‘‘The floors, the walis, 
everything, were soaked and 

. It was flowing cut into 
the halls,’’ says Griver. 
“Naturally the owner refused to 
move in. So Amidar, or whoever, 
just locked the door and let the 
whole thing rot." 

A concern for security and the 
defecation of building workers, 
who preferred shaded hailways, 
led the tenants to install security" 
doors. in all the entrances, at 
their own expense. ‘In this area, 
directly overlooking an Arab 
village, this is something the 
planners could have con- 
sidered,’’ someone says. 

Mark Perah wonders just 
what kind of planning there was. 
A physicist from the Soviet 
Union, he teaches at the Hebrew 
University’s Department: of 
Material Science. “A little thing, 
but indicative," he says speak- 
ing Hebrew. “Outside my en- 
trance there are seven benches. 
But no provision has been made 


for parking cars." 


“OF COURSE" there are some 
positive things,’” says Irving 
Abramowitz, a public relations 
man from New York, who has 
been here for two years. He cites 
as an example the community 
centre; housed in the temporary 
quarters that serve as a school.

Work, the centre and its social 
worker get high praise.

“Why did they put them 
altogether in one building. anc 
with the smallest flats?" asxs 
Abramowitz. “Their kids wont 
have 8 chance,” says Griver the 
principal. 

“Not only that. When ther 
moved in they were forced -¢ 
sign new contracis, at higher 
prices for their flats than 
originally promised. Of cours 
‘they are bitter, And they are 
asking to be redispersed, and 
rightly so." 

“They didn't have Sapir to 
help them," Hammer remarks. 
He means it seriously. For it was 
Jewish Agency Chairman 
Pinhas Sapir's direct interven- 
tion that finally enabled him and 
others to move into their flats. 
The Nats were promised for 
November 1973. Six months later 
he was still waiting to be allowed 
to move in, though the flats had 
long since been completed. The 
reason for the delay was that the 
water and electricity were still 
unconnected. And the reason for 
that was given as the state of the 
street, which was then as it is to- 
day. 

“Finally in October 1974 we 
went to see Sapir," says Unger. 
“We met him at noon. He im- 
mediately called for a meeting 
here on the spot for 6 a.m. the 
next morning with all those 
responsible: Amidar, the super- 
vising engineer, the Housing 
Ministry. He yelled and shouted 
and berated them, and demand- 
ed thatthe keys be handed over. 
Four days later we had them. 
and a week later we had moved 
in" 

“Amidar also tried to revise 
our contracts, to get a higher 
price, but Sapir stopped them on 
that too." 

By now it’s late. But before the 
meeting breaks up, Griver 
wants me to see the shelter, con- 
structed to meet Haga's latest 
specifications. Sewage comes up 
from a floor drain, the lighting 
doesn't work, pipes are missing 
from under the sinks, faucets 
from above them. 

Outside the hilis of the Judean 
desert loom in the dark. 

“But the air is wonderful," 
says Kessler. 

“In ten years we'll have 
forgotten it all,"" Griver adds. 


“Let me ask you; do you think 
we're just a bunch of complain- 
ing new immigrants?''

THE CRUNCH AHEAD 


THE ATTENTION that has been focused on the income tax 
reform and the dispute over the July cost-of-living payment 
thas tended to divert the pubtic mind from the dimensions of 
the crisis facing the nationak economy. Tt can be summed up 
with two figures — a State budget deficit that is now ex- 
pected to reach IL5 to IL6 bition and a balance of payments 
deficit estimated to reach $3.5 billion. . 

From the start, the government's new economic policy was 
aimed to dampen the rate of inflation which hit 56 per cent 
last year amd to close the gap in the balance of payments. 
Both targets required a sharp reduction in domestic demand. 
To achieve this, the government decided to raise taxes and 

t expenditures. Thus it submitted a budget that 
included a “modest” IL1.5 billion deficit. 

Tt was clear from the start that income tax reform would 
pump more rather than less money into the economy. The 
real hope for deepening the tax bite was placed in the Value 
Added Tax and higher capital gains and land betterment taxes. 
However, now it appears that VAT will probably not be intro- 
duced until the beginning of pext year, despite Mr. Rabino- 
witz’s insistence on an October date. And, in response to pres- 
sures, the government trimmed its proposed capital gains and 
lands tax rates, In addition other tax revenues ‘have fallen as 
8 result of the slow-down which the Treasury was able to 
achieve in its battle against inflation. 

But the result is the huge budget deficit, which may 
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| “impel the government simply to print money, by borrowing 


from the Bank of Israel. This would reintroduce the very in- 
flation it seeks to control.

will, to be acceptable, require visible evidence that the burdens 
are equally shared. 

That will not be possible as jong as the weaknesses of tax 
collection deepen inequality.

Sadat’s UNEF ploy 


TENSION in the’ region eased 
somewhat following Egypt's 
dramatic 11th hour reversal of 
its threat not to extend the 
mandate of the U.N. peacekeep- 
ing forces in Sinai beyond its ex- 
piry date yesterday. 

However, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s threat not to 
renew the 2l-month-old man- 
date appeared mainly aimed at 
impressing on the Arabs 
themselves that the Egyptian 
leader was exercising his 
authority in the area. Cairo was 
trying to get the message across 
that it was Egypt who was dic- 
tating terms and not the Security 
Council, the superpowers or 
Israel. 

“It is sufficient that the world 
now feels that it is Egypt which 
decides with its full national 
will," boasted the Arab world's 
leading newspaper, ‘‘An-Nahar"' 
of Beirut, while acclaiming 
Sadat to have become “a big 
pyramid in the field of inter- 
nationa)] politics." In an ap- 
parent token of appreciation, the 
current convention of the 
National Congress of Egypt's 
only political party, the Arab 
Socialist Union (ASU) called on 
Sadat to stay on as President for 
a second term at the end of his 
present six-year term expiring 
in October, 1976. 


THE OUTSIDE WORLD, on the 
other hand, seemed to be rather 
less impressed by Sadat’s week- 
long dramatic performance. 
Observers were at ἃ loss to un- 
derstand what the Egyptian 
leader could possibly hope to 
achieve with his threat to ter- 
minate the mandate of the U.N.

ANOTHER of our illusions has been 
shattered. We had always been un- 
der the impression that Israelis were 
the most avid newspaper readers in 
the world but now learn that with 203 
sudscribers per 1000 inhabitants 
(1972 figures) we are down in the 
15th place. But does this represent 
our entire readership? Every 
member of a kibbutz reads a 

newspaper, without being an in- 
dividual subscriber. 

The world’s record is held by 
Sweden (557 subscriptions per 1000) 
followed by Finland (531), Japan and 
Norway. The United States trails 
behind in the 11th place, though still 
ahead of us. 

There are about a hundred 
newspapers published in Finland, 46 
of them describing themselves as in- 
dependent and another 46 as having 
political associations. But of these 
journals, only 14 are dailies. Most of 
the costs of publication are covered 
by advertising income. How long this 
happy state of affairs will continue is

AHARON APRIL, the feading, 
aeademician of all the Russian 
Jewish painters who have come 
here jand probably Isracl's 
leading avademfc painter now 
that Ludwig Blum hag passed on), 
ig huving his third "retrospec- 
live" In the Capital within four 
veara. His current show at the 
Jerusalem Artista House ta, 
however, of widor acopo, yet only a 
few of the paintings have been 
scen before. 

The Russlan perlod of the late 
tifties Is, apart from his large can- 
vas of the River Ob, represented 
by orilitant little oii vignettes, at- 
maspherle little landscapes 
remarkable for thelr clarity and 
breadth. April knows how to light 
up ‘warm rich tones with con- 
trasts, but these tend to the pretty 
and it Ia the low-keyed works that 
impress. The same applies to his 
varied olis of Israeli towns and 
vicws: easlly the beat Is a low- 
pitched port acene rich in colour 
and firm in design; it makes his 
other Israeli landscapes aeem 
posterish. 

April ls also a master water- 
colourtat, with full control of the 
medium; there ja no other Israel 
who can bring off a watercolour 
portrait with anything Hke his 
surety. The head of his father ts 
an exlraordinary achievement. 
But the portraits of women, 
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Κοτοῦ April: "Cycle of 14/0" (iontercolour-af the Yorwpolem Arttate House). 
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despite the technique, tend to be 
literal and even idealized, Hke the 
beautiful redhead smoking a 
clgarette, who ia yet more quletly 
scnsual than all of April's many 
{deallzed allegories using the nude 
In a pretty-pretty expreasioniat 
manner. April, in trying to break 
with academiam, la stilt too in- 


volved with subject and slickness- 


of technique and the results are 
often only a step from cheapness 
or a pastiche of fauviat colours 
880 "Study fer a Fresco''}. 

As April draws so well, it is dis- 
appointing to find that the many 
line drawings ere the weakeat 
part of the show. Most are erotic 
in content but never specific in 
detall. They lack the sure 
anatomical grasp underlying the 
drawing of Redin: or the unre- 
lonting grasp of design we find 
in Matisse. Their rhythms do not 
reat on a firm preconcelved basis. 

I would gladly swap all of 
April's allegories for his port 
acene or the brilliant watercolour 
of “Jerusalem in a Blackout.” In 
the latter, the aubfect is of no 
special! significance; the real sub- 
ject is the approach to the paint- 
ing itself, This is where this 
belivant Russian Rip Van Winkle 
must begin his struggle to bridge 
a century of art history, wedding 
his tremendous 19th century 
academic talenta to 20th century 
problems of colour construction 
and design.

The reform to simplicity itself— 
everything one gets will be taxed, 
but the rates of taxation one 
reduced considerably, even at 
the highest income levels. This 
means that people whose pay unti] 
now consisted largely of basic 
salary and who recelved few 
fringe benefits, overt or under the 
table, will profit substantially 
from the reform, whereas: people 
who relied more on "extras"' than 
on official earnings are Hable to 
auffer. 

For example, a married man 
with @ non-working wife and two 
formerly earning 
1L2,300 and getting IL.1,200 cost-of- 
living allowance and 111,200 in 
fringe benefits, will now pay a net 
amount of about IL980 monthly in-

THE PAY SLIP 


At the end of this month, most Israeli employees will look either with delight or 
with resentment at their pay slips, the first prepared by their employers’ com- 
puters or wages clerks since the Ben-Shahar reform became operative. PHILIP 
GILLON tries to find out how the reform is going to affect the individual citizen 
and the. country, calling on economist Dr. DUDLEY

THERE WAS A TIME when 
“Weaterns" were the staple fare 
of popular fiction: they scem to 
have been replaced by 
“Easterns.” “Easterns” aro pop- 
ular thrillers set, as the cliche 
Renecally used on the burbs so 
neatly puts tn, againat the 
background of the explosive Mid- 
dic East. We oxperience ἃ certain 
amaunt of patriotic pride when we 
find that Israel frequently forma 
part of thin background, that 
Tsraclia are generally good guys, 
and that our secrat service, 
defence forces and other badiea 
appear to be efficient and above 
“mishaps, "‘ 

Although the milieu of these 
books has now moved to the 
Eastern Mediterranean, their 
staple fare, like that of Westerns 
and thrillers about Amorica or 
Europe, is fantasy -- fantaated 
sex, fantasied politics and fan- 
tasied herolam, and fantasiod 
‘betrayal, If the writer has preten: 
slong, 

1 begin, naturally, with sex as 
fantasy. In “The Pirate" Harold 
Robbins brings his prolific talents 
for fast-moving plots and larger- 
than-life sex to our part of the 
world. Gargantuan sex ts mixed 
with drugs. 

‘The saga is about an Arab faml- 
ly, complete with petrodollars and 
hijacking. Leila, third generation, 
is a terrorist. But the problems of 
the Palestinians are dwarfed by 
mating problems In this mythical 
Arab land, 

There is a poaltively 
Shakeapearlan mixup of identities 
and switched infants, so that 
the Arab Baydr turna out to 
be Jewish. (This is not giving 
away: the long leaps af 
melodrama, because the reader 
jearna the secret in a short 
prologue set Jn 1933). Baydr 
seems to be based partly on Saudi 
Arabia's Harvard-educated 
Petroleum Minister, Shelkh 
Jaman, and partly on King Hua-' 
aein, because ho divorces hia first 
and properly Arab wile (no song) 
for an American blonde who, like 
Princeas Muna, produces two 
boyz,. But the marriage, as. we 
fearn tn explicit and drug-aided 
deta, is not follcitous. This wile 
was born ‘in fan Franclaco: they 
mect al Kennedy's inauguration;: 
hee name Ix “Jordana.” An, add 
name for a San Franclado girl, but 


no hidden.acereta here jadieating

to provide a cover picture of a girl 
weaorlng an eyepatch a la Moshe 
Dayan. The writing Is no more 
térrible than that of most boast 
sollers. ‘The sex is posltively ex- 
hausting, recurring with hopoless- 
ly mechanical regularity and ser- 
ving to make the reader extreme- 
ly glad that he, she, or It Is not 
part of fiction’s jaded rich. 


VERY DIFFERENT, and highly 
recommended, Is Altred Coppel's 
“Thirty-four East" (more pages, 
lesa money, and much better 
reading}. This 5 a purely political 
adventure, set a few years in the 
future. It starts with the assump- 
tion that Sinal haa been divided 
lengthwise {nto five strips, from 
east to west: an Iarncli sector, ἃ 
U.S. sector, a demilitarized zone 
patrolled by the U.N. (with the 
Swedish contingent making a poor 
{ictional showing), a Rusalan sec- 
tor, and an Egyptian sector. 

The action opens with an Alba- 
nian terrorlat landing by sub- 
marine somewhere near Bl Arish 
with a shipment of arms for a 
small torrorist band — a "rem- 
nant" of the terrorist movement, 
led by a woman. Very good:. we 
don't often have Bakunin-spouting 
Albanians for openers. 

We switch next to Washington, 
where the President ia sending the 
Vice-President on a mission to 
Sinai; then to the U.3.8.R, Zone 
Hq at El Arish for a meeting 
between the Russian and 
American generals — and so it 
goes, for an attention-holding 

julidup that bounces back and 
forth between “good” and “bad 
Americans, "good" and “bad 
Ruaslans, with tension building to 
an Impending world conflict. 

There are various morals here. 
One {is that the peacekeeping 
arrangement ‘‘which followed the 
Yom Kippur War," putting the 
super-powers Into near confronta- 
tlon in Sinai because ‘‘they had 
more in common with each other 
than with their client states,” {a In- 
deed — as the Vice-President, not 
entirely a ‘‘good" character, sees 
It — “eynical and possibly 
dangerous."' 

This is an Intelligent and well- 


written story, somewhat in the 
Allen Drury of Fletcher Knebel 
tradition, but more exciting for 
readers hera. Considering the 
thought and research that has 
gone into St, it is atrange to find 
such little Irritating errors as, for 
instance, “archaeology” a subject 
at the Weizmann Institute? or our 
old friend the Mossad spelled 
“Mosa’ad" exist. But these are 
minor quibbies In a very 
successful work of its kind; and if 
an American author wants to 
Poatulate a 30-year-old WAC 


virgin, that is his busincgs. 

Tho book seems to have been 
written before the October war 
and braught up te date with rele- 
vant Insertions. The biggest 
lesson, perhaps, Is that whereas 


sexual fantasy, between soft: 


covers, comes out as grotesque, 
laughable, and put in merely to 
sell, political fantasy can turn out 
to be quite acceptabla. 


“JUDAS COUNTRY" is a good ti- 
tte for a thriller in which loyalty is 
an absent quality and betrayai the 
rule. The background is Cyprus, 
with a finale In Isracl, and the two 
non-herocs are a pair of seedy 
private-airline pllots. There {s 
plenty of technica) flying-talk, the 
author being a professional flycr, 
and the story involves a search for 
a purloined Crusader sword. 

The Mossad is with us again, 
and here even manages to turn up 
as "the HaMosad"; The 
Jerusalom Post \s mentioned in 
passing. Isracll driving habits 
come in for proper criticism: 
“Bolrut driving {s terrible, but... 
doesn't get really aggressive, 
such as you find in Iarael,"" Lamb 
is rather curlously described aa 
“one of the safest things to order 
in Israel," and arrives with “a 
bottio of Nogov wine." 

The style ts typically thriller, 
with lots of fast dialogue, of the 
disillusioncd-male variety. Sex, 
for a marvellous change, Is ab- 
sent, except for a whiff or two of 
wishful thinking. 


“THE DOLOROSA JE AL" Is in- 
telligently written, accurate In 
details, much less false in at- 
mosphere than many novels deal- 
Ing with Israel, and in general a 
hetter-than-middling Eastern. 
The hero, Webster, Is a black 
American agent sent to 
Jerusalem to find out who fs out to 
sabotage the ‘peace talks"; with 
a core problem along these lines, 
the plot is not likely to become 
dated In some time. His “cover” 
{s urbanology, and his agency 
(under the Department of State) 
ig in competition with the CIA, 
In Jerusalem, Webster meets 
Teddy Kollek — or rather, "Uri 
Avidar, Deputy Mayor of 
Jerusalem,” who tg Teddy to a K, 
and almost as busy: with a 
“Deputy Mayor" as energetic and 
omnipresent as this one, no Mayor 


would have much to do. His super- 
visibla child is a daughter, Tikva, 
one of those “luscious sabras" 
who populate such books: unllke 
most such In books she spouts loud 
leftist rather than chauvinist 
slogans. 

Webstor has reason to go to the 
“morguo" of The Jerusalem Post 
— here calted the “library” of the 
“Jerusalem Times,” formerly the 
“Palestine Times.'' (The 
librarian recelves tips from 
Webster — twico — an unlikely 
fringe benefit for ‘'Post’’ 
omployees.) As thinly disguised 
as this newspaper is Webster's 
hotel — the ‘Colonial’? — for 
which read, ‘‘American Colony” 
— correctly desoribed as "head- 
quarters for the foreign press and 
motion picture companies on loca- 
tlon, the place where rumours were 
hoard and gossip oxchanged," its 
courtyard walls nicely seen as

Or the 
demographic comment, jn rela- 
tion to Israel's Arab population, 
that “high wages lead to large 
families." 

Written at a auitably fast clip 
and with snappy dialogue, the plot 
seems preposterous — but then, 
we are in the Middle East. My 
feeling on finishing this unpreten- 
tious little thriller was actually 
regret that there was not more of 
it, in depth az well as length. The 
characters are cardboard, for all 
of thelr bizarre paste; Webster's 
nervous breakdown and broken 
marriage are really not enough.

From his thirty consorts he had 56 
children, of whom only 28 lived to 
maturity. 

The problem of succession was 
difficult, for the na tural choice, 
Firat Son, was a man of weak 
character who praotised black 
magic. Second Son, K'ang-hsi’s 
favourite, was found to be cruel, 
disloya), and homosexual, and he 
too, was dismiased. Eventually 
Fourth Son, Yin-chen, was ap- 
pointed Crown Prince and 
succeeded his father. 

Closing the book is an appendix 
of 17 letters from K'ang-hai to his 
chief eunuch in 1697. Short and in- 
formal, the letters have a curious 
history, for they wore seereted in 
a casket in the Imperial Palace 
and discovered only after the 
revolution of 1911. :

ME FOR SERVICE

Ἢ CAN'T yo out taday; I'm 
walting at home for a rapalr- 
man,” Is a famiHar refrain in 
lsrpell Ife. It was inevitable that 
someone would bring up this naaty 
topic at an otherwise genial press 
conference of Ainpa, the 
marketing arm for Amcor 
appliances. 

The press conference was not 
really about servicing. It was call 
ed to sing the pralsea of Ampa’s 
Customer Advisory Bureau, at 
which potential customers can get 
demonstrations of home 
appllances, and people who have 
already’ bought them can learn 
more about their operation. The 
Advisory Bureau 18 ably run by 
Mra. Dina Halevy, and it functions 
on various set days in Tel Aviv, 
Jerusalem and Haife. 

Let's say you are Interested in 
buying a kitchen stove. Obviously, 
therc are many brands on the 
market besides Amcor. But Am- 
cor can show you three different 
stoves which it is currently 
producing. Two of them cook on 
gas, and bake on electricity, while 
the third has both electric and gas 
eooking burners. The Advisory 
Bureau will help you to decide 
which suits your tastes and your 
kitchen needa best. 

The Bureau operates in Tel 
Aviv on Sunday, Tuesday and 
Thuraday morainga, from 8.00 un- 
u1 1.00, and alse on Tuesaday after- 
noona from 4.00 to 6.00, It is 
located in the new Ampa 
showrooms, 48 Rehov Pinkas (the 
northern terminal of Dan bus 
No. δ». In Haifa, the Advisory Ser- 
vice is available on Monday mor- 
nings, from 9.00 to 2.00 at 16 Rehav 
Shabtal Levy, Hadar Hacarmel; 
and ἔπ Jerusalem, every other 
Wednesday morning at 30, Jaffa 
Road. (Telephone 222288 to check 
exact days). 

With the introduction of the Ad- 
visory Bureau, Ampa has virtual- 
ly ceased demonstrating new 
appliances in customeéra’ homes, 
apart from washing machines, 
which are more complicated to 
use. However, there are excep- 
tlonal cases In which Mra. Halevy 
will make a home visit — such as 
toe a customer who 16 chronloally 
Nl or handicapped. For this 
special sarvice, iclephone her at 
Q3-405155. 


DESPITE the congenial at- 
moapherc at the press conference, 
and tha tasty ¢akea from Mra. 
Halevy's ovens, one of the jour- 
nallats ~~ a working woman, of 
course — raised the provocative 
question of repair service to Am- 
cor appliances. The problem, and 
it ia by no means unique to Amcor 
owners, Is that ἃ scrvice depart- 
ment will at moat fix the day its 
technician will come, never the 
heur. 

“if I own several appliances, 
how many days o year must I 
miss from work in order to wait 
home for repafrmen?" the 
questioner asked. 

The director of Ampa’s service 
department, Yerahmie] Merfeld, 
took up the gauntlet on behalf of 
his staff. To keep sufficient 
technicians for late afternaon 
shifts would moan charging: 
customers considerably more for 
servicing, he asserted. "0 you 
prefer to give up one day a year of 
your work, or double the price of 
your repair-service policy?" he 
asked. Personally, I would ap- 
preciate an evening shift of 
technicians, but Mr, Merfeld says 
few households would want. 
workmen after 6 p.m. 

Mr. Merfeld Invited the 
reporters to accompany Amcor 
techniclans on a day of work. I 
didn’t do that, but I did the next 
best thing, which was to atay after 
the meeting and visit the office 
which takes the incoming service 
calls. Mr. Merfeld says the 70 
technicians in Te] Aviv and its en- 
virons make about 1,000 house 
visits a day. 

When the requests come in by 
Phone, they are registered on 
different coloured cards for 
different types of appliances. 
Each morning, the work- 
supervisor makes up lists for each 
technician, hased on geographic: 
routes. It is not possibile, Mr. 
Merfeld says, to guarantee 
customers a specific hour in ad- 
vance; bul about 20 per cent of the 
cards do Indicate a particular part 
of the day, such as “before 1.00" 
or “after 2.00."" It is up to the dis-

cretion of the telephone girls to 
aecept such special requests for 
particular hardship cages. 

There Is also a priority system 
for certain urgent types of repair. 
If 4 refrigerator Is not functioning 
at all, a houso visit will be made 
the following day at the latest, and 
often, the very same day the call 
Is received. There are always 4 
few techniclans standing by for 
such emergencies. Less urgent 
matters, such as a freezer door 
not closing tight, for {natance, are 
scheduled for a few days hence. 

It would be worse, Mr. Merfeld 
contends, for Ampa to promise 
service at a particular hour and 
then not be able to comply with it 
if the technician gets behind 
achedule or has 4 puncture." He 
did not mention the possibility of 
the techniclan phoning the 
household to say he will be late. 


I PUT the question of service 
schedules to Mra. Maya Tavory, 
director of the Israel Consumer 
Council. She believes it would be 
possible for service companies to 
divide thelr working days into two 
parts —- say 8 a.m. to 12 noon, and 
12 noon to 4 p.m. The the 
appliance owner would be re- 
quired to wait at home only helt a 
day at most. She also said we 
should expect technicians to 
telephone if they find they will be 
delayed. 

She suggested that the large 
companies might consider install- 
ing radio telephones in their ser- 
vice trucks — so that there could 
be continuous direction between 
the main office and the 
technicians on their rounds, 

Mra. Tayorl also thinks that 
late afterncon-early evening ser- 
vicing should be avatlabie to 
customers for an additional 
charge. , 

She has another novel augges- 
tlon, which I avholeheartedly en- 
dorac. She poivita out that some 


sorvice companies impose a 
“fine” of 1.30 or so if the techni- 
clan calla on the set day and finda 
no one at home. On the other hand, 
sho says, “If you walt all day fora 
technician and he doesn't show 
up, you should be able to demand 
compensation for a day's work 
lost." As 8 lawyer and as director 
of the Consumer Council, Mrs. 
Tavory would be happy to take 
such a case to court If some con- 
sumer were willing to press 
charges. 

I put the same question to Mr, 
A. Horowitz, director of the Better 
Business Bureau in Tel Aviv. His 
organization straddles the fence 
between the business world and 
the consumer public: its membera 
are business firms but it belongs 
to the Israel Consumer Council, 
the watchdog of the good name of 
business and industry. 

Mr. Horowitz, too, thinks that 
technicians’ work days could be 
divided Into two regular shifts, 
morning and afternoon, and that 
customers should be told which 
shift to wait for. Technicians 
should phone if they sce they will 
be delayed. Afternoon house-calla 
should be available for families In 
which both husband and wife work 
outside the home. 


IN DEFENCE of the service 
agencies, Mr. Horowitz did point 
out that in recent years they have 
truly been plagued with the 
problem of army reserve duty cut- 
ting into their rosters. Because 
technical people are much in de- 
mand by the army, it is quite 
usual for a servicing agency ἴα 
have as many as three to five 
technicians out of ten absent at 
the same time. 

Mr. Horowitz said the Better 
Business Bureau is currently look- 
ing inte the entire problem of how 
household appliance servicing ja 
done, nat just when. Whereas 
most service agencies send 
someone out "ἴα look" within 24 to 
48 hours, the repair job 1s not 
always done so quickly. It has 
become standard practice to hire 
and send out ‘‘junior 


technicians," who are qualified to 
carry out only the very simplest 
repairs. For bigger jobs, they 
muat report back to their offices 
for senior technicians and spare 
parts — and this means additional 
days of waiting for the customer. 

The cause of this, Mr. Horowitz 
foets, 15 that too many people call 
the sorvice agency for every little 
adjustment, often the result of 
thelr own carelessness. To 
eliminate this, he suggests a 
minimal charge for every house- 
eall, even with a service policy, 
and a punitive charge for un- 
necessary calls, such as whon the 
housewlfe simply forgets to clean 
the filter of the washing machine 
or calls a technician inatead of a 
neighbourhood clectrician when 
the problem {s with the electric 
cable and not the machine ifself. 
This aystem would be somewhat 
comparable to the Maccabi Sick 
Fund's practice of charging for 
each medicine prescription to dis- 
courage unnecessary visits to doc- 
tors. 

While I see some logic to these 
proposals, it seems to me that it 
leaves no leeway for "reasonable 
human error." After all, with the 
best of Intentions, you can make a 
mistake in operating any 
machine, and the consumer 
should not be unduly punished for 
being human. Besides, he can't 
always diagnose the trouble. 

One thing which would help, 
Mr. Horowitz suggests, would be 
for the consumer who phones a 
service agency to give a specific 
description of the malfunctioning 
in the appliance (‘'Nothing 
happens when I press the starter 
button.” "The water doesn't emp- 
ty out") — and, of courage, for the 
telephonists to write this ali down. 
In my visit to Ampa'‘s control 
room, I saw that this was being 
done, but I know that my own 
washing machine service agency 
is not so efficient. 

Mr. Horowitz estimates that 
about 30 per cent of house-calls on 
washing machines could be 
eHminated if housewives were 
more careful in using them and if 
proper advice were given over the 
phone about how to deal with 
hileches that can can be corrected 
by houssholders themsalves.

The Soviet Union was im- 
potent to influence the course of 
the Yom Kippur War, because it 
could not intervene directly, fear- 
ing a clash with the Americans. 
Hence the indifference, bordering 
on contempt, shown by Sadat, 

Lately, 8 reaction can be sensed 
Inside Russia against the high cost 
of supplying arma to outsiders — 
to Cuba, North Vietnam, Algeria, 
Egypt. Recently there have been 
petroddliars in payment, but they 
do not cover the whole bill; far 
from it. 

Russians are fed up with the 
endless shortage of consumer 
goods. In 1977, the 60th anniver- 
sary of the Bolshevik Revolution 
is due to be celebrated. In 1980, the 
Olympic Gamesare scheduled to 
take place in Moscow. Brezhnev is 
on the verge of retirement. He 
wants to go in a blaze of popular!- 
ty. He would like Russia to look 
like a Western country for once, 
with the people better provided 
for, and the shops full, Channell- 
ing milljary aid to the Arabs and 
other client states is becoming a 
burden. : ὃ ; 

The conclusion to be reached Js 
that, desbite al? outward 
appearances, the U.S.S.R. {a less 
gargantuan than it looks on the in- 
ternatlonal stage. The best 
witness to that (Oprigan suggests) 
is the man who was closest to 
events In the ldst few years, and 
got his fingers burnt: President 
Sadat of Egypt.

The 
question whether I know Karate 
was constantly being asked by 
ehldren in Jerusalem who appear 
ta think that, just aa every 
American Is rich,,s0 every 
Japanese knows karate. Curious 
to see what the reaction would he, 
T once replied in the offirmative. 
The children were naturally [π|- 
pressed and asked for a brief 
demonstration. When I modestly 
declined, on the grounds that it 
would be too dangerous, they were 
even more Impreased. Littie did 
they know that karate js labelled a 
dangerous weapon by the 
Japanese constitution and all 
thoge who posseas a black belt 
muat register with the police. 

The children’s question was not 
surpriaing, considering the 
current karate boom [n Israel, 
with karate schoola flourishing in 
all the main cities, The recent 
apate of karate films from Hong- 
Kong, the moat popular of which 
are thoae featuring the Invincible 
Bruce Lee, huve no doubt con- 
tributed to the growing Intereat, in 
the martial art. A visit to some of 
the karate lessons being given in 
Jerusalem reveals, however, a 
completely different atmosphere 
from that of the screen adven- 
tures, Here karate is studied 
serlousty and diligently. 

The walls of the YMCA cchoed 
with erles of fchi! Ni! §an! τόπο! 
Two! Three!) as 18 young men 
and women dressed In white un- 
{forms began thelr warm-up cx- 
corcises, Following the teacher's 
commands, also given in 
Japanese, the atudents rehearsed 
the various offensive and defen- 
sive movements. Pairing off into 
couples, they then respecttully 
bowed to each other and began 
Kumite, which means: going 
through the fighting forma while 
controlling the punches so that 
there is no body contact. 

As the bowing and the Japanese 
inatructions indicate, an attempt 
is being made to teach the spirit of 
karate as well as its actual prac: 
ice. Just ag when, as a child in 
Japan, I took ballet lessons, I was 
made to count the steps out loud 
“Un, deux, trols.“ 

The YMCA karate classes are 
run under the auspices of the 
Shotokan school, which has four 
branchea in Jerusalem number- 
. Ing over 200 students. At Beit 

Hayeted, I watched 25 elementary 

school children practising karate 

with the same Intenslty as their 
colleagues at the YMCA. Whether 
they had been sent to karate 
lessons as a substitute for Piano 
lessons or to learn how to defend 
themselves, or simply to be out of 
their, mothers’ way, all the 
chitdren seemed ito he enjoying

It was his interest In Oriental 
art, acquired as a atudent in 
Paris, that led Yahal to karate 
back in 1964, He holds a second- 
degree black helt and goea to 
Paris regularly to continue his 
tralning under the direction of 
Oshima, one of the Shotokan 
achool's leading teachers. 


THE LEADER of the Mushindo 
school in Jerusalem, Dan Russell, 
became interested in karate via 
Eaatern meditation. Returning te 
London after spending time In 
Nepal, he studied Mushindo for 
two yeara. The ultimate purpose 
of learning violence, according to 
Russell, is to make men more 
Peaceful and gentle; the proper 
mental and physical awareness of 
violence fosters an internal 


strength which helps a man to 
move beyond violence to courage 
and honesty. In a country where, 
as he points out, there is an almost 
constant threat of violénce, 
Russell does not hesitate to train 
his pupils in the use of the body as 
an actual weapon, 

Tho forty members of the 
Mushindo school come from all 
walks of life, Some are university 
students, others are office 
workera who appreciate the 
strenuous mental and physical ex- 
erciso after oight hours of sitting 
at a desk. There are juvenile 
delinquents and people with police 
records who, says Russell, have 


come to behave more gently ΒΒ δ᾽ 


result of the lessons. 


Some of his pupils are Arabs, : 


and he is very proud of the 
peacoful and friendly atmosphere 
at the lessons, which always end 
with a soup-drinking ceremony, 
Russell would like to see more

SINCE It Is not recognized as an 
Olympic sport, karato is not ad- 
mitted into the Israel Sports 
Education.

Moreover, 
competition would be very {m- 
practical, as there are no stan- 
dard rules that could be applied to 
all the schools. Meir Yahel, 
however, feels that jolning the 
Federation might hale to prevent 
the appearance of fake karate 
schools.

As an art, karate emphasizes 
disciplinc rather than compett- 
tion. Eli Elbaz acknowledges that 
he still fcels happy if he wins a 
karate match, but admits that this 
only proves that he ἐδ still on a low 
level. The real aim [5 not winning 


or losing, but improving one’s . 


self-expression. To provide his 
pupils with some external 
stimulus as well as a measure of 
their progress, Yahel does give 
his pupils informa! tests, grading 
them on their exercises, forma, 
and “confrontation.” 

Dan Russell takes a much 
atronger stand against karate asa 
sport. Since Mushindo teaches the 
use of the body as a weapon, and 
has no way to toning down the 
moves, he says that it would be too 
dangerous to hold matches. Even 
If karate competitiona were to be 
started in Israel, the Mushindo 
school] would not participate. 
Indeed, unlike other schools, it 
does not even grade its pupils, 

Where the grading system does 
operate, it Is usually the colour of 
the helt that indicates the level — 
just as in judo or other bujutsu. 
After a period of !nitlation, 
shodan, the firat grade, starts off 
with a white belt. There is a varie: 
ty of colours until you get to the 
black belt, which shows ihat you 
are a professional. But even with 
biack belts there are several 
levels, from the lowest rung of the

Whatever karate's future in 
Taracl, It has already managed to 


-altract a sizable number of 


serious adherents. Training ig so 
difficult that anyone who starts 
lessons with a ‘James Bond" 
mentallty soon drops out. Those 
who do have the determination 


‘have found the study of katate 
‘rewarding. Ag for me, the next 


time I am asked “At yoda’ai 


karate?" Tam going to think twice - 


before answering. My questioner 
might be one of those white- 
jacketed children practising 
karate twice a week, 
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JERUSALEM has been blessed, 
in the past half century, In the 
number of talented planners who 
have drawn up master plans for 
the city; but it has been even more 
blessed in its Inability to carry out 
these plans to the full. Had it been 
able to, the most charming 
quarters in Jerusalem. — those 


much of the soul of the city — 
would long since have been swept 
away. 

Now, far-reaching legal steps: 
are under way to preserve these 
quarters which have come to be 
regarded by planners and the 
general public not as the debris of 
the past but as a priceless 
heritage.
